LABOR AND LA FOLLETTE 


It was natural that the executive coun- 


cil of the American Federation of Labor 
should indorse Mr. La FoUette for presi- 
dent. 
Whatever the opportunities of 


fulfillment of Mr. La Follette's program, 
and regardless of the extent to -which it 
may be sound or unsound, there is no de- j 
nying the fact that it is conceived for the 
benefit of labor. Labor has. after the so- 
cial and industrial conflicts of the last 
thirty years, reached the conclusion that 
it needs special representation in govern- 
ment. 
It has not yen formally approved 


independent political action, on the con- 
trary it has simultaneously ivith its in- 
dorsement of La Follette repudiated this 
idea. Nevertheless, it is only a step from 
a concerted effort to throw the labor vote 
as a unit, to the presidential candidacy of 
an individual to the formation of a labor 
party. This, it is true, -would involve a 
departure from the time-honored policy of 
the American Federation of Labor, but 
times are changing and we are in the 
midst of social/and political evolution of 
far-reaching 
consequences. Regardless 


of what showing the La Follette candi- 
dacy makes in this campaign we are of 
opinion that within the next four years 
labor will definitely go into politics 
through independent party organization. 
It has the success of the labor movement 
in Great Britain to recommend such a 
course and the victory of the social-ra- 
dicals in France as moral encourage- 
ment. 


We are not afraid of a movement of 


this kind in the United States. 
If it 


could be successfully 
combined with 


farmers' tendencies toward separate ex- 
periments in politics, there is no doubt 
that it would succeed, for the farmer- 
labor vote is an overwhelming majority. 
"While we believe it is extremely doubtful 
if the combination can be effected and 
preserved, it is not improbable that it may 
be attempted. A labor administration in 
the United States would not be a matter 
of grave concern. 
It might prove to be 


a wholesome tonic for the political de- 
pravity we have suffered in recent years j 
at the hands of the two old parties. The 
capacity of labor leadership would have 
to determine that, but we do not think it 
•would be irresponsible or radical to the 
degree that it would upset our institu- 
tions or menace any of the accepted and 
established property rights. 


Labor's indorsement of La Follette will 


add something to the strength of his cam- 
paign, but it will not. in our judgment, 
materially increase the number of states 
he has n possibility of carrying. 
He 


would get that part of the labor vote 
which is disposed to accept his theories 
anyhow. 
The greater significance in the 


indorsement lies in what may take place 
in the future. 
There is one serious in- 


consistency in La Follette's policies and 
those of labor, and that is in the foreign 
field. 
The American Federation of La- 


bor is whole-heartedly committed to the 
League of Nations and to thai form of in- 
ternationalism which makes the United 
States a genuine contributor to the peace 
of the world. 
Mr. La Follette is op- 


posed to this program. 
However, it is 


contended that domestic policies are more 
important than foreign policies, and that 
in this respect Mr. La Follette comes 
nearer to representing the aims and ideals 
of the labor movement than any other 
candidate. 


THE DEFENSE DAY CONTROVERSY 


The National Defense day controversy 


has reached ludicrous proportions. 
Poli- 


tics has managed to make a mountain out 
of a molehill because of what it may offer 
for argument in the presidential cam- 
paign. 
The Democratic 
nominee was 


quick to make an issue of the matter, ob- 
serving it afforded a chance for a person- 
al disagreement with Mr. Coolidge who 
had come to the support of Defense Day 
observance. 
Mr. La Follette. whose po-

DISCOVERS BIOS 


Bios is tho first plant vitamin to be 


discovered. Plants 
liUo animals, re- 


quire air. water, and food. The plants 
obtain food from tho soil. If vita- 
mins are lacking, the plant's growth 
may be stunted, jvrl as the growth 
of a human being is affected In sim- 
ilar circumstances. 


Some time ago. an Englishman re- 


ported that it was possible to take 
peat, which Is rot a very complete 
plant food, and r-y treating it with 
bacteria 
make 
it into an efficient 


plant fo'»'J. Unfortunately, no one else 
was ever able to ouphcate the Eng- 
lisman's 
remarkable 
results 
with 


peat. But yeast contains a growth- 
producing principle, called bios, which 
has the powers that the Englishman 
claimed for peat.

When vou have attended to the "spring clip bolts and the shackle • 


bolts, paint the spring leaves v.-ith one of the special spring oils 
or ordinary lubricating oil. Do this about once a month, 
if vou 


find that the springs are too lively, fit a pair of good shock afasorb'ers 
and they will .improve the riding qualities of any car and prevent 
Spring breakage.

Peking, —Two recent Incidents', one 


Involving an aesualt upon n, foreigner 
and the other an alleged, invasion of 
ceded rights, following as they do 
upon a long succession of more ser- 
ious events growing out of the prev 
alence of banditry, have sevrod to 
accentuate a widespread cconscious^ 
ness among foreigner}* residing In 
north China that tho special consid- 
eration formerly enjoyed by them at 
the hands of Chinese, both officials 
and civilians, is definitely waning. 


Various reasons for such, "loss of 


prestige." as It usually Is called, have 
been advanced by old residents in the 
country. The favorite one is the loss 
by several nations of previously en- 
joyed rights of extra-terrttoriality. By 
some It is said to be due to growing 
enlightenment, in western methods as 
a result _of an increasing number of 
foreign educated Chinese engaged in 
governmental, military and ecomomic 
affairs. Others attribute it to belief 
on the part of the Chinese that foreign 
nations under prevailing 'disturbed 
conditions are in no mood to maintain 
their former privileged status by force. 


The first of the Incidents in ques- 


tion, and one u-hich aroused tremen- 
dous Indignation in British circles in 
Pekjng, occured recently when K. E. 
Bessel, British traffic manager em- 
ployed by the Peking-Mukden railway 
at FengtaJ. was savagely attacked be- 
cause of a controversy over the attach- 
ing of a special military car to the 
regular train from Peking. After pro- 
testing that it was contrary to reg- 
ulations, and while in the act of con- 
ceeding to the demand under menace 
of violence. Bressel was knocked down 
by armed soldiers. While unable to 
defend himself he was kicked by the 
man. described by him as an officer, in 
charge of the car. 


The more recent occurrence was the 


disregard, wittingly or otherwise, by 
Feng Yu-hsiang, the Christian gen- 
eral and commander of the Peking gar- 
rison, of traffic regnlations in the L/eg- 
ation Quarter and tho striking and 
disarming of a Chinese policeman em- 
ployed by the foreign administration 
of the legation reservation.

Dayton, —The "death eyes" of the 


United States army are a new terror 
to potential enemies.

neers are making the eyes the 22 pho- 
tographic sections of the air service— 
the most efficient and one of the most 
effective of war machinery. 


These sections are perhaps the most 


mobile units in the army. Should a na- 
tional emergency arise these 22 sec- 
tions could be stripped for action and 
on the move within 12 hours. 


And hero is how the eyes can bring 


death and- destruction, as proved by 
recent tests: 


A big gun was aimed at a concealed 


target six miles away. Army photo- 
graphers in an airplane took pictures 
of tho target as the shots hit. The 
films were dropped to the ground. 


The air service below developed 


them and In three minutes the big 
gun commander saw pictures and cor- 
rected his range, tho fourth shot dem- 
olished the target. 


In another test a photographic sec- 


tion plane flew to a Riven altitude di- 
rectly above the target. The plan* was 
above the range of the possible enemy 
guns. Directly over the target it stave 
a signal. By trlangulntion tho ground 
forces were al>!e to compute the loca- 
tion exactly.
